Daniel Harkins, Gardener, Shoots Lizzie 
Connell, Kitchen Maid, Because Jealous 
of the Attention Paid to Her by « 
Man Whoa Name is Concealed.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Wild with jealousy over 
the rivalry of a man of superior social 
Station, whose name is kept a close 
secret, Daniel Harkins, married and 
the father of seven children, shot and 
mortally wounded Liszie Connell tn the 
kitchen of Mrs. Collis P. Huntington's 
home at Throgg’s Neck this morning. 
The greatest secrecy was immediately 
thrown about the whole case, and 
Coroner O'Gorman only succeeded in 
forcing his way into the grounds after 
placing under arrest the gateman, su- 
perintendent of the estate and Mrs. 
Huntington's brother-in-law and 
threatening to arrest Mrs. Huntington 
herself. 

The young woman was thought to be 
dying tonight, and Harkins. who al- 
most succeeded in drowning himeeif 
after the shooting, is under arrest. 

Harkins. who is 40 years old, and 
has been jiving with his wife and fam- 
lly in Fort Schuyler road, in Col- 
brough, near Throgg'’s Neck, has been 
employed on the Huntington estate as 
second gardener for twelve years, and 
has always borne a good reputation. 
Four years ago Lizale Connell, 23 years 
old and a brunette of strikingly good 
looks and figure, entered the Hunting- 
ton household as second cook, or 
kitchen maid, and after a time became 
the object of persistent attention on 
Harkins’s part. Just when the sec- 
ond gardener’s mysterious rival en- 
tered upon the scene could not be as- 
certained, but he soon excited Har- 
kins's passion, and, determined to end 
the matter, the latter secretly took the 
watchman’s revolver and confronted 
the giri In the kitchen in the basement 
of Mrs. Huntington's summer home. 
He shot her four times.
